County Judge Hargis, of Breathitt, 
has l- en painted In rather lurid col 
ors xince the Jett- White arrests were 
matte, but his statement 'to • Louis- 
yille Times correspondent shows at 
leaat that there are two sides to ererv 
question. He Bays: 

"I haro been the worst abused man 
in Breathitt county. The newspapers 
hare charged M with all kinds of 
orlme and the people of t he state are 
holding me responsible f»r the oui 
rages here. I swear that in all my 
life 1 hare never shed the blood of 
any man, and I have tried in every 
way to avoid trouble All I asked of 
was to be let alone to make 
ad rear my family. I have 
been persecuted and hounded, aoousod 
of crime and slandered. My family 
haa been disgraced almost and my 
children now cannot go away to school 
because of the unfriendliness shown 
toward them by the students when it 
becomes known that they are the chil- 
dren of Jim Hargis. 
"[ had no desire to toe Jim Mar- 
i cum murdered It ia trae that I did 
not like him, and I triud in every way 
to induce him to leave this county 
He made an affidavit against me, that 
Mose Feltner bad said I had tried * 0 
hire him to kill Marrum. 1 sued him 
for criminal libel, but I only wanted 
him to leave here and let me. pursue 
my own wa>. I would much rather 
have had him live with a judgment 
for criminal lilxd banging over him 
than to have him dead. I heard that 
he wanted to sell his property, and I 
arranged for my clerk to buy the laud. 
Bi bad said that if he could sell his 
land he would leave. When my clerk 
went to buy the land. Marcurn sai l he 
had raised the prioe £250. I then had 
my lawyer buy the land. Then Mar- 
cum aaid if he ooald only sell his cat- 
tle he would leave. My brother. 
Alex, bought the cattle, and when he 
went for them, Mrs. Marzum said she 
bad decide. i not to sell for that price. 
Alex went into his pocket and paid 
the difference. Marnum went away 
for a wbile.but be soon oame hack. I 
never had a word With him. and 
would never have had a word if he 
had lived hero a thousand years. As 
long as he did not lather tue. I wat 
glad to see him get aloti^. 

"M* was killed, and the peop'e of 
th > atate said that I bad helped to 
plan his death because we were un- 
friendly. Tbey blamed me for not 
«;o:ng to him when 1 saw be was shot, 
bul l don't ix lieve the people who 
blame me woul I have gone under the 
circumstanoei.
